Justice Thurgood Mar thai 1 called at 9:40 all 
today* He stated he was somewhat of a "practicing covard" 
and that ha had been deliberately harassed at the UniTersity 
of Wisconsin while attempting to sake aa appearance there 
oTer the past weekend. Be stated the demonstrators were repre- 
sentatives of the Black Panther Party , as well as a nuaber of 

Individuals who were anti-adsinistration with respect to 
Vietnam. Be mentioned that there were sot over one dozen 
repreeentatlTea of each group; however, they were vociferous 
and very active in their harassment. He Indicated he beci 
somewhat afraid for his safety. 



The Justice told me that this weekend be will 
an appearance at the University of Georgia, Athens, Georgia, 
and that he is even sore concerned about his safety there. 
He asked If the FBI would be kind enough to "else up the situate 
there la an attempt to ascertain If he can aspect similar 
harassment at that location.
